textile workers—carders and 
spinners of cotton, flax and 
hemp—is receiving attention, 
long overdue, from both the 
U.S. Department of Labor 
and Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. It is 
brown lung disease or bys- 
sinosis, s i'm i 1 a r in many 
ways to the black lung dis- 
ease of coal miners, it is 
caused by the inhalation of 
lint and it is estimated that 
it affects about 30 per cent of 
the nation's 107,000 workers 
in this industry. 


The disease is character- 


ized by shortness of breath, 
cough and a feeling of tight- 
ness in the chest. The fact 
that it is worse on Mondays 
than during the week sug- 
gested that a release of his- 
tamine from the lint in the 
lungs occurred on reexpo- 
sure. To test this assump- 
tion, one group of workers 
was given an antihistamine 
on returning to work on Mon- 
day and a similar group was 
g i v e n an identical-looking 
but inert table!

Reds Find Life 
BehindtheWire 
Far From Grim

PLEIKU, South Vietnam- 


•<N'EA).—Military authorities 
believe that approximately 
30,000 Allied soldiers are 
presently being held by the 
Communists as prisoners of 
war. 


The exact'figure is un- 


known—the Reds won't tell. 


Somf &.400* Allied" troojfc 


including 1.4JO Americans, 
are listed as missing in ac- 
tion, But precisely who are 
dead, who are alive and who 
are prisoners is known only 
to the enemy. 


What is known, however, 


is that those who are prison- 
ers are not having a good 
time of it. Their diet is 
meager, their medical treat- 
ment crude, their captors 
often cruel—and their living 
conditions largely a mess. 


The Allied command in the 


war has done 
everything 


possible to p r e s s u r e or 
shame the Communists into 
h a n d l i n g captives w i t h 
decency. Perhaps the most 
important thing the Allies 
have done along this line Is 
to set up exemplary prisoner 
camps of their own. 


Like the one h e r e in 


Plelku. 


The local camp is one of 


six in the country. It covers 
several dozen acres of a cool 
hlUtop. It houses 1 100 of the 
more than 30,000 enemy cap- 
tives now in South Vietnam. 


And the place is not only 


adequate. 


It's almost pleasant. 
The camp commander is 


59-year-old, 
U.S.-trained, 


Maj. Nguyen Van Phan. He's 
a military cop He doesn't 
necessarily like his prisoners, 
but he does everything but 
somersault to treat them ac- 
cording to humanitarian dic- 
tates. 


I n c o m i n g prisoners are 


checked over medically and 
psychologically. T h e y art1 
photographed and f i n g e r - 
printed. Copies of the per- 
tinent information is quickly 
given to the International 
Red Cross so that prisoners' 
families can be notified. 


The prisoners are t h e n 


issued two sets of sturdy 
clothing, one pair of sandals, 
soap, t o o t h b r u s h , paste, 
comb, etc. 


And then placed in camp 


routine. 


The r o u t i n e begins at 7 


a.m. It ends at 8 p.m. In be- 
tween, the p r i s o n e r s are 
obliged to squeeze in some 


work, some play, two meals 
—and as much comradeship 
as camp security allows. 


The work t a k e s m a n y 


forms. E v e r y t h i n g from 
grass cutting to vegetable 
growing. There is plenty of 
grass. Arid there are plenty 
of vegetables. The camp has 
flower and greenery beds all 
over the crusty landscape. 
And the half-acre of vege- 


cabbage, 'ohlonV and Toma- 
toes. There are two pigs for 
occasional camp feasts. 


The play is divided Into 


two areas. T h e r e are a 
couple of large recreation 
r o o m s (Ping-Pong, maga- 
zines, dominoes, checkers). 
And there is an enormous 
outdoor field (soccer, volly 
ball, exercise). 
The dally 


schedule permits two relaxa- 
tion periods—between noon 
and 2 p.m., and after dinner 
until lights out. 


As for the food, it is plenti- 


ful and well-prepared. Kit-L- 
and fish mostly—the Viet- 
namese staples. It's cooked 
in clean crockery and served 
in a suitable mess hall. The 
men get 700 grams of food a 
day, about 38 cents-worth, or 
exactly the ration allowed to 
enlisted members of the reg- 
ular Vietnam army.

planation for the salt pollution 
in the stream. The book report- 
ed that where Red River origi- 
nates In West Texas Its water 
Is pure, but salt Is picked up 
from the terrain the river passes 
through. 


A similar account of salt pol- 


lution on the Colorado River, 
posing disaster for farms in 
California and Arizona irrigated 
by water from the Colorado was 
carried a week or two ago by 
the Wall Street Journal. 


Salt pollution of rivers and

to account for the decline and 
fall of more civilizations than 
ever were destroyed by war.

monoxide from cigarette smoke 
is "very likely" part of the rea- 
son smokers develop more coro* 
nary heart disease.

Drs. Poul Astrup, Knud Kjeld- 
sen and John Wanstrup of the 
department of clinical chemis- 
try at the Royal Hospital in Co- 
penhagen. Dr. Astrup described 
work on rabbits and studies of 
humans at a conference on bio- 
logical effects of carbon monox- 
ide sponsored by the New York 
Academy of Sciences.
